FOURTH DAY. 


Monpay, May 13. 


The Convention was opened with 
prayer and singing at 94 o’clock A. M., 
A. P. Abell, Esq., of Virginia, in the 
chair. 

Minutes of Saturday 
proved. 

Rey. J. O. B. Dargan presented and 
read the report of the Committee on 
Domestic Missions. 

Dr. Sumner, of Alabama, in a power- 
ful argument, feclingly appealed to the 
Convention to preserve and increase the 
efticiency of the Domestic Mission 
Board. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 

Dr. T. E. Skinner, of Georgia, sub- 
mitted and read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Indian Missions. 

Rev. W. F. Buckner, Indian Mission- 
ary, delivered a very interesting address 
on the subject of his mission. He stated 
that there were 1,500 Baptists amoag 
the Creek nation. Within his territory 
there were 25 Baptist churches and 24 
native ministers. He urged the estab- 
lishment of an institution for the edu- 
cation of Indian children. Notwith. 
standing the fact that our couatry had 
guaranteed the territory to the Indian 
tribes “as long as grass grows and 
water runs,” that treaty would be bro- 
ken, as others had been, and that land 
would be territorialized. The Indians 
felt that they were in a transition state, 
and that education was a necessity to 
fit them for impending consolidation 
with civilized society. 

Rev. Mr. DeVotee also addressed the 
Convention, giving some interesting 
facts in regard to the Seminole war. He 
said it had cost the government $20,000 
per head to remove that tribe to the 
West, while the conversion of 1,500 o. 
them had cost less than $1.00 each.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


3 O'CLOCK P. M. 


The Convention opened with singing 
a hymn, and prayer by the Rey. Dr. 
Hooper, of N. 

Reports of committees being the spe 
cial order, 

Dr. Dickson, of Ga., as chairman of 
the committee on Chinese missions, 
submitted a report, which was adopted. 

Dr. Wilson, of Md., submitted a re- 
port on European missions. In regard 
to this report, the Convention was ably 
addressed by Dr. Curry, of Va., Dr. 
Broadus, ef 8. C., and Dr. Hooper, of 
N. C. 

On motion of Dr. Jeter, of Va, the 
report on the deceased Corresponding 
Secretary of the Foreign Missionary 
Board, and deceased foreign muissiona-- 
ries, was taken from the table and read 
by the President. 

In connection with the repert, Dr. 
Jeter delivered a beautiful tribute to 
the departed worth of Rev. Robert 
H. Pritchard, one of the deceased mis- 
siovaries to China. He was iollowed 
by the Rev. Mr. Watkins, who eulo- 
vized in handsome terms the deceased 
niissionary. The report was adopted. 

Dr. Jeter, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the Greenville Theological 
Seminary, made an announcement to 
the Convention in regard to the remo- 
val of this college to a point more con- 
venient of access, the rebuilding of 
the same and its endowment. 

The committee ‘** on the policy of the 
foreign mission,” reported through its 
president, Noah K. Davis, Esq. Adop- 
ted. 

The committee on the “ greatest 
need of the Board,” reported, and read 
by the chairman, Dr. Furman, of 8. C. 

In this report a resolution was read 
appointing the first Lords day in July 
as a day of Fasting and Prayer for the 
success of Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Jeter moved to amend by insert- 
ing the first Thursday in July. 

Dr. Winkler, of Tenn.. objected to 
the amendment, thought Sunday was 
an inappropriate day, and moreover the 
day named occured on the 4th of July. 
After an animated discussion, participa- 
ted in by Drs. Jeter, Winkler, the Rev. 
Chas. Taylor aad others, the amend- 
ment was lost. The vote now recurring 
on the original motion. = ° 

Mr. Purifoy moved to strike out “fast - 
ing and prayer” and insert Thanksgiv- 
ing and Prayer and Alms, pending the 
discussion on the amendment, the hour 
for adjournment was announced. Thirty 
minutes was granted for the discussion 
which was consumed before a vote was 
taken. 

A call for the previous question was 
not sustained. 

The amendment of Mr. Purifoy with 
the report was adopted. 

Dr. Curry moyed that when this Con- 
vention adjourn, it adjourn till to -night 
at S$ o’clock. Adopted. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The Convention met at 8 o'clock, 
opened by singing the 26 Hymn, and 
prayer by the Rey. Reuben Jones, of Va. 

N. K. Davis, Esq., as Chairman of 
tne Committce, read the report of the 
time and place of holding next Cenyen- 
tion, which was on motion, laid on the 
table. 

The special committee on invested 
funds of the Convention submitted a. 
report. This Committee offered resoiu- 
tions prohibiting the investment of the 
funds, in any otuer but public securi- 
ties. A discussion on the resolutions 
ensued, participated in by Messrs. Wil 
son, of Va., and Davis, of Kentucky. 
Adopted. 

N. K. Davis, of Kentucky, moved 
that the report on the time and place of 
holding the next Convention be taken 
from the table. Adopted. 

The resolution read as follows: 

“That the next annual meeting of this 
Convention be held with the Baptist 
Church at Montgomery, Ala., on Thurs- 
day before the 2nd Lords day in May, 
1872. That Rev. T. G. Jones, of Tenn., 
be invited to preach the Introductory 
Sermon and Rev. W. M. Wingate, DD., 
of Wake Forest, N. C. be invited to act 
as Alternate.” 

On motion of Mr. Jones, of Va., Mont- 
gomery was stricken out and Mobile

| sulsstituted. Discussion ensued which | 


was participated in by Messrs. Jones, 
Gwinn, Woodtin and Dr. Jeter. Adopted 
by a vote of 84 to 12. 

C. W. Sanderlin, of Maryland, moved 
to amend the time by inserting Wednes- 
day in heu of Thursday. Rejected. 

The reports adopted as amended. 

The chairman of the committee on 
the resolution of Rey. J. R. Graves 
to establish the plates of the Sunday 
School Board, was, after several altera- 
tions and amendments, referred to the 
Sunday School Board. 

The report of the committee reiter- 
ates the impoitance of the education 
of the Indinns and provides measures 
fer the erection of an orphan asylum 
and select schools among them. It also 
recommends the acceptance of the sub- 
sidy, which will probably be granted 
by Congress for these purposcs. 

Messrs. Ford and Wilson objected to 
this iatter provision as at a variance 
with time honored Baptist principles 
and practice, which were diametrically 
opposed to the union of church and 
State in any way and to the accep- 
tance of the patronage in religious mat- 
ters of any government under heaven. 

On motion of Dr. Skinner, seconded 
by Dr. Devotee, a collection was made 
tu defray the personal expenses of Rev. 
Mr. Buckner. 

Mr. Ellison, of Virginia, moved to 
recommit the report with instructions 
to strike out the clause relating to gov 
ernmental aid. 

The motion to recommit was discuss. 
ed at some length by Messrs. Devotee, 
of Georgia, Wilson, of Virginia, Buck- 
ner, of C. N., Ford, of Missouri, Ad- 
ams, of Virginfa, Prof. Rawlings, of | 
Alabama. 

Pending the discussion, Dr. Calloway, 
of Georgia, called the previous ques- 
tion, which was sustained, and the 
original motion to adopt the report. 

The resolutions were then read by 
the president, and the report and _ reso- 
lutions‘were adopted by a vote of 118 
to 26. 

Dr. Calloway, ef,Ga., moved a suspen- 
sion of the rules, in order to permit Mr. 
Lowe, of Tenn., to present his report of 
collections for Liquidating the amount 
due by the Sunday Schoo] Board. 

Hon. H. K. Ellison, moved to amend 
by taking up the general Sunday School 
report, in connection therewith, and 
submitted the following resolution 
which was unanimously adopted : 

That this Convention pledge its earn- 
est support for the prosecution of the 
great work entrusted to it. : 

Mr. E. supported the same in an able 
but brief address. 

Dr. Williams, of Balt., and Dr. Curry, 
of Va., favored. 

James H. Lowe, of New Orleans, (a 
merchant of that city) before submit- 
ting his report addressed the Convention 
at some length, in which he gavea full 
and descriptive account ot his labors. 

Amounts had been collected by the 
Agent from the States as follows: Ten- 
nessee $1,150; Kentucky, $725; Ala- 
bama, $600; Mississippi, $1,369.54 ; 
Virginia, $233-06 ; Georgia, $200 ; South 
Carolina, $150; North Carolina, $132; 
Missouri, $369.50 ; Texas $50.

Dr. Calloway, of Ga., offered the fol- 
lowing resolution of thanks which were 
unanimously adopted : 

“That this Convention return a vote 
of thanks to the bretheren and sisters 
of the church, and to the citizens of 
the city of Raleigh for the genuine and 
generous hospitality extended to the 


delegates; also to the hotels 
and boarding houscs for — enter- 


taining delegates at reduced rates 
also the city dailies for reporting the 
proceedings of the Convention ; also to 
the various denominations of Christians 
for the use of their houses of worship, 
and to the Messrs. Tucker for the use of 
their excellent City Hall; also to Masters 
A. M. Lewis, Jr., and E. M. Lewis, aad 
to the urshers of the church for the care- 
ful and polite aitention to the Conven- 
tion in session. 

On motion of A. Fuller Crane, it was 
ordered that 2,500 copies of the minutes 
be printed. 

On motion of Dr. Sumner, of Ala., 
the Treasurer is ordered to pay the 
amount of the funds in his hands for 
Bible distribution in proportion to the 
three Boards of the Convertien. 

The reading of theminutes were dis- 
pensed with. 

Thanks were returned to the Presi- 
dent and Sccretaries for the. efficient 
discharge of their duties. 

The Convention closed with the sing- 
ing of the 105th hymn of the supple- 
ment to thetune of “Auld Lang Syne” 
and prayer by the Rev. Dr. W. A. 
Broadus, of Virginia. At 114 o’clock 
the Convention adjourned Sine Die.

SENATE—The President to-day trans- 
mitted to the Senate the correspondence 
between the United States and Great 
Britian relative to the treaty of Wash- 
ington, accompanied with a brief mes- 
sage. The enyelope bore the word 
confidential.” 

A short time alf'er the reception of 
the documents the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session, when they were read. 

It appears the design of the Presi- 
dent was to ascertain the views of the 
Senate as to a new article to the treaty, 
withdrawing the claims for consequea- 
tial damages from the Amcrictn state- 
ment of the case, with the provision, in 
substance, that whenever England or 
the Unites States shall be at war and the 
other a neutral, the neutral will 
make no comnlaint for any indirect, re- 
mote or consequential injurics or losses 
resulting from a failure to observe the 
neutral duties. 

As it is known that Great Britian wiil 
agree to the proposed new article, and 
that both Governments are anxious to 
save the treaty by this means, it was 
thought proper to place the Scnate in 
in possession of all the facts in order 
that the executive, acting upon their 
advice, might pursue the negotiation 
so us to sccure the consummation of the 
treaty ina manner satisfactory to the 
two Governments. 

There was a brief debate after the 
reading of the Gocumerts, Involving 
the merits of the question. 

A motion was made to remove the 
injunction of secrecy but failed, and 
the message and documents were then 
ordered to be printed in confidence and 
referred to the committee on foreign 
relations, 

There is scarcely a question but that 
the Senate will advise the acceptance of 
the additional article to the treaty.

C. H. ‘BROGDEN’S RECORD AS 
A GENUINE REPUBLICAN. 


The Legislature of 1868 was over- 
whelmingly Republican. It was in- 
tensely loyal. It was so thoroughly Re- 
publican and so intensely loyal, that it 
had no oceasion to be honest. The 
leaders of that notorious body even 
torgot the yankee maxim “ that it is the 
best policy to be honest,” or at least in 
their greed tor gain they overlooked 
their best policy, and resorted to bribery, 
corruption and high-handed stealing.

The very 
loyal representatives of the Republican 
party could not withstand this demand 
of the people. 

On January 13, 1870, Mr. Love, a Con 
servatiye, introduced in the Senate a 
resolution appointing a committee of 
investigation. It was passed, and 
Messrs. Phillips, Bragg and Scott were 
duly appointed as the committee. The 
committee commenced its investigation. 

On March 4, Mr. Sxaith introduced a 
resolution “to abolish the investigating 
committee ordered by the Senate.”

“Was it not charged in 
the Senate on the next day by Welker 
and others that Gold, Bonds, or Money 
or some other consideration was offered to 
members of the Senate to procure the 
passage of the resolution repealing the 
Bragg Committee ?” 

Answer. “Ido not know what the 
tenor of Welker’s speech was. I heard 
that he used strong language in oppos- 
ing the repeal, and also that the Sena- 
tor from Rockingham, Mr. Lindsay, 
Stated that he had heard that gold or 
something had been used or offered to 
procure votes enough to.carry the re- 
peal.

[un the first piace, it is important that 
we should at this time recur to the fun- 
damental principles of hberty and free 
government, for these are not only 
menaced and suspended in numerous 
individual instances, but they are in im. 
minent peril of being overthrown and 
absolutely destroyed and our system of 
government changed in spirit, if not in 
name. 
Governments are instituted to sub- 
serye the ends and interests of men as 
individuals and as composing society— 
for the protcction of life, liberty and 
property, and whenever they cease to 
effectuate these purposes, they cease to 
be governments—they are then mocke- 
ries and cheats and anarchy sooner or 
later supervenes. There are several 
distinctive kinds of government, but 
our fathers thought a republican form of 
government the best adapted and fitted 


government, and hence they adopted a 
written Constitution in which they 
| set down in plain terms, certain great 
fundamental truths, principles essential 
to rational liberty, and free government. 
Among these essentia! rights, are the 
right to be free from arrest unless upon 
affidavit and by warrant issued bya 
lawful magistrate, the sacred right of 
man to the great writ of habeas corpus, 
when arrested, to the end the course of 
such arrest may be inquired into by a 
judge and the party restored to liberty, 
if not lawfully detained, the right of 
trial by jury, the right to be free from 
arrest and search of houses, etc., unless 
upon lawful warrant, the right to per- 
fect freedom in elections, and the gene- 
ral right to have the Constitution and 
laws operate according to their power 
and spirit at all times and everywhere. | 
These are in fact essential and funda- 
mental principles of liberty, it cannot 
exist with them, they are of the highest 
und last importance to every citizen 
whether he be great or small—they are 
of priceless value and dear to freemeu 
as life itself. 

Until of late years, the love of these 
grand principies was so universal among 
the peoplethat they were allowed to 
operate so thoroughly and completely, 
that the people forgot almost to think 
of and regard them, but times and men 
have sadly changed within these latter 
years—the spirit of Radical outrage 
—*that might makes right,” the end 
justifies the means,” of disregard of 
Constitutional right and obligation, has 
swept over the whole land, and_ those 
who by one means or another have been 
entrusted with official power have pros 
tituied that power, disregarded their | 
high obligations, subverted the Censt- 
tution and made it virtually a dead let- 
ter and a cheat! 

This spirit has been illustrated on a 
large and alarming scale in the forcible 
reconstruction of the States lately in } 
rebellion ; that reconstruction was by 
force and done after the war had 
ceased for years—it was done without 
regard to the constitutional rights of 
the States or the people composing 
them, by means of the sword ina time 
of peace, and when not even the plea 
ot necessity could be plausibly set up 
to justify such action. When it was 
proposea to invoke the aid of the high- 
est judicial tribunal of the land in be- 
halt of the Constitution,» great “higher- 
law ” political party put forth its arm 
of legislative power to prevent that 
court from declering such action void, 
and the supremacy of the Constitution, 
and accomplished this purpose. I do 
not cite this grand suspension of the 
Constitucion for the purpose of sugges- 
ting opposition to reconstruction as ac- 
complished—on the contrary I recog. 
nize it as now necessary und binding, 
because the people of the States have 
tor the sake of peace and the blessing 
of ciyilization submitted to revolution- 
ary reconstruction—they have accepted 
it, and it is the part of wisdom and a 
political necessity that it shall be recog- 
nized and upheld as part of the law of 
the land. But this tremendous exercise 
of power is calculated to alarm every 
friend of the Constitution and free gov- 
ernment. If tbis may be done now, it 
may be done again and again, and as 
often asa furious and factional party 
shall see fit and have power to accom— 
plish such purpose 

Thousands of our best people were 
in time cf peace, disfranchised and 
thousands still remain ineligible for of 
fice and this end has been cffected ina 
like forcible manner,

In hundred of instances, federal pow- 
er as received and administered by Rad 
ical officials in time of peace, has been 
used freely to arrest andl imprison citi- 
zens Without warrant and in express 
and flagrant violation of the Constitu- 
tion and public and personal liberty. 
In a time of peace, in like violation 
of the Constitution and liberty, the writ 
ot Habeas Corpus is suspended, and 
szores and hundreds of citizens have 
been and are arrested without any law- 
ful warrant or authority, and by mili- 
tury, lawless force! A despotism is in 
part established in our laud of liberty ! 
And this in the interests of a radical— 
a higher-law-faction, and the people 
submit to it calmly and quietly! How 
long will they do so? Are they tree? 
Are they the descendants of Washing- 
ton and Hamilton and Jefferson and 
the illustrious men of 1776 

But this great radical faction in furth- 
er violation of the Constitution and 
outrage of the people of the nation— 
having prostituted the taxing powers of 
the government and imposed burdens 
of taxation too intolerable to be borne 
—levy millions and tens and hun-
